of Church by Kirk Seffions, Presbyteries, 
Provincial Synods, and gencral Allemblies, 
all eftablifhed by the aforefaid Aas of 
Parliament, purfuant to the Claim of Right, 
fhall remain and continue unalterable ; 
and that the faid Presbyterian Guvera- 
ment shall be the only Government of the 
Church within the Kingdom of Scor}and. 
And further, for the greater Security of 
the aforefaid Proteftant Religion, and of 
the Worfhip, Difcipline, and Government 
of this Church asabove ¢ ftablifhed ; Her 
Majefty, with Advice and Confent afore- 
faid, ftatuses and orduizs, that, in all 
time coming, no Profeffors, Piiacipals, 
Regents, Mufters or others bearing 
Office in any Univertity, College, or 
School within this Kingdom, ‘be capable, 
* or be admitted or allowed to continue in 
the Exercife of their faid Funétions, buc 
fuch as thall own and acknowledge the 
civj) Government, in manner prefcrib’d 
arto be prefcrib’d by the Adts of Parlis- 
ment. AS-alfo, that before or at their 
Adaiffions, they do and thal) acknow- 
ledge and profefs, and fhall jubferibe to 
the aforefaid Conféffion of Faich, as the 
Confeffion q. their Faith, and that thcy 
will praétife and conform themfelves to 
the Worhhip prefently in Ufe in this 
Church, and fubmic themfelves tothe

By this Draught it will appear, chat as I

And this I note on the Account of thofe,who 
 thiak the Church of Scotlad in Danger of

the equal Security both Churches have, 
~ oughe to fatistic in that Cafe.

But what fhall [fay ¢o thufe, who think 
the Security of the Church of Scotland too 
 much—To this I only fay, the Union is a 
Treaty cf Equalities~-—If it fhould in any 
Cafe break in upon the Square of Equality, 
_ uolets with Equivalents, which is in its Na- 
“ture an Equality, itceafesto be a Union, it 
~ returns tv be an Oppreffion, and a founda- 
tion of conftant Grudges, Jealoufies and 
Diforders.

a ’Tis the QUEEN’s Defire, and I believe 
all honeft Men’s Defire in England, that 
- this Union fhould be a final Tc: mination of 
all Wars, Quarrels, Jealoufies and Animo- 
 fities between the two Nations; whether 
Political, Civil, Bcclefiaftical, and if pofii- 
ble, Perfonal.

Equal Security therefore is the thing de- 


not remove thofe Inconveniences, which 
on both hands are allow’d to be the thing 
moft wanted by both Nations. Now Peace 
can never be without Equality nor without 
Security, and this is therefore the Founda- 
tion of the Union. 

Tknow, it has been induftrioufly fpread 
about in Scotlad, that England wil! keep no 
Conditions, and this to make the Scots une 
eaties this has indeed been publifhed in Scor- 
Jand, but it was wrote and printed in Eng- 
Fand 5 and am forry to fay, moftof the 
Arguments raifed againft the Union, and 
wherein Evglasd is moft concern’d ~~ came 
from England, are coin’d in a High-Flying 
Cabinet, a Confult for the Deftruétion of 
the Union, not as defective in Parts, but 
as fatal in it felf to fome People, that 
ftudy how to deiftroy it. 

I conte(s, *tis a Slander of a crimfon Co- 
lour to charge the whole Nation with being 
not fit to be treated with, and I fee no rea- 
fon can be given forit, unlefs I fhould go 
to the Cameronian Addrefs; a thing, that 
being the Aét of afew Men, whofe Chara- 
éters (cannot give, other than that their 
Leader is difown’d and depos’d by the 
Church of Scotland it felf ——-They merit 
Pity, and cannot be reafon’d frony in this 
Cafe. 

I fhall therefore fay no more to this Part 
of the Queftion now, I fhall take it morefe. 
rioufly to pieces hereafter. : 

But I return to the other fide of the Que- 
ftion, Viz. Where it is allow’d to be defi- 
cient, and fhort of that Security to the 
Charch, which by Vertue of a Treaty of 
Equality, fhe ought to demand. 

And here I forefee, it will come in my. 
Way to {peak to thofe People, who fall out 
upon the Kirk of Scotland, as not fatisfied 
with any thing, which. does not leave her 
at Liberty to affront Epifcopacy, and aflault 
the Church of England her felf 3 and from 
hence they would have it argued unfafe to 
unite with her. 

And as this is founded upon the Addrefs 
of the Commiffion of the Affembly of the 
Kirk, in which they propofe fix Heads for 
the Parliament to confider of, for the far- 
ther Security of the Church, and which 
fome People too forwardly call mayaas
